As to professional preparf 


tion, teachers should gain a knowl- 
edge of what they expect to teach and 
throw aside nonsensical literature.

Every teacher should spend 


thirty minutes at the end of the day 
investigating the work of the school- 
room during the day and if possible 
ascertain how much they have fallen 
short.

were forced to retreat to the jungle, 
where they kept up a heavy fire on one 
of the roads leading to the American 
trenches in order to prevent reinforce- 
ments arriving. 


The First California regiment and 


the Utah battery came to the rescue 
through a withering fire and never 
wavered, though several were wound- 
ed and Captain Richter wns killed. 


The Spaniards charged several times, 


but they were met by a steady fire 
from the infantry and

shrapnel 


from the Utah battery, so that evert- 
ually they retreated to Malate fort 
with a loss, it is reported, of 300 kill- 
ed and 1,000 wounded.
